Everybody knows that If a President dlea, 
the vice president takes hla place and aerves 
out the -remainder of his term. Yet for long 
years we Americans have done nothing to M- 
Bure that wc get vice presidents" fit to assume 
the highest executive responsibilities in the 

wo r ld. 

The triBarcuStoms of Anicl-lcan-polltlcs- 
have decreed for decades that the two parties 
choose vlce-presldentlal nominees for their 
aalablUty as partners on the national ticket 
—not on account of fitness for the Job they 
inlght Inherit. 

■ Almost Inevitably, therefore, they are se- 
lected with a view to providing geographic 
balance, or appeasing & defeated wing of the 
party, or attracting special segments of 
voters. 

Understandably, this process does not al- 
ways give us vice presidential choices of real 

_ caliber. jrhcro_are_notable_exccptlpns^Gov. 
Earl Warren of California, the ID48 GOP 
selection, is plainly an executive of genuine, 
stature. Ho one needs to be reminded, eltlier, 
of Ttieodoro Roosevelt. 

But few would pretend that either Senator 
Nixon, the 1952 Republican choice, or Senator 
Sparlcmaft, his Democratic counterpart, 
' measures up to the presidency. 

NotTnuchhopelsheldout-forchanglng the- 

customs that surround the vice presidential 
nomination. It seems too_.much to ask a 
convention to choose, in effect, two presi- 
dential nominees at one sitting. Delegates 
have no Inclination to see their task In that 
light. 

About all that can be done to meet the 
problem, then, Is to find some way of limiting 
a, vice president's hold on the presidency 
should he succeed to It. Some political an- 
alysm recently-h a ve-proposed-^that-he-occupy- 



the Whit* House only untu the next general 
I election— at the most around two years. 

If a senator dies, the appointee who takes 
his place serves only until that time, often 
' less. Now and then a special election is held 
at the earliest opportunity. And yet a gover- 
nor filling such a spot has full chance to pick 
a qualified Individual. 
Why, therefore,Abould a nation have to ac- 
' cept OS President for perhaps four years a 
man whose qualifications were not serlomly 
considered In convention and surely were 
never passed on by the voters? The electorate 
obviously votes for the head of the ticket, not 
the second man. 

It would seem the highest good sense to give 
the American people the chance to pick a new 
President as quickly as possible after the one 
they lost approved has passed from the 
scene.

FRANCE BALKS 
The course of European progress toward 
\ unity is never smooth and /lever rapid, but 
: sometimes obstacles are raised In surprising 
quarters, Now the respected elder statesman. 
Edouard Herrlot, former French premier. Is 
trying to block approval of the treaty setting 
up a European army of six nations, 

This pact already has been slgned by France 
and the' five other participants. But their 
parliaments must now ratify it. Herrlot de- 
mands drastic changes before he and his fol- 
lowers among the radical Socialist party, 
some 70 strong, will endorse the agreement. 

The changes he suggests are designed to 
quiet French fears over the Industrial and. 
ultimately, the mUItary revlvol of Germany. 
But the French parliament cannot make 
them. The six signatory powers would have to 
negotiate a totally new draft treaty to In- 
corporate new features. And this might toke 
endless months. 

Premier Antolne Plnay, who already has 
achieved no small reputation for statesman- 
ship because of his economic program, has 
wisely rebmicd Herrlot and urged ratlllcation 
of the treaty as It stands. But that does not 
eliminate the prospect of trouble, since In a 
close division the 70 radical Socialist votes 
could spell victory or defeat for the pact. '
